WHAT’S IN A YEAR? 


How can you characterize a year in a lively place like Heidelberg? In my perambulations today 
(it’s early March), I’ve talked with students and faculty members who were at their midweek lows 
or early spring highs. Some were in transit from low to high (or vice versa) and others were uncer- 
tain about where they werezAnd so it goes, building up to the excitement of a year’s end and com- 
mencement. The first characterization of a lively place like Heidelberg, then, must be that it is like a 
kaleidoscope, slightly patterned, always cdlorful, never changing.
